An Operation Consented To After a family
Council The Kaiser's Secret Visit.

London. May 27 It is nearly two yeara

since Tnr. Sun announced on the authority ot

one of the Queen's principal medical attend-
ants that her Majesty had become almost
blind. The statement was ridiculed, and even

denied. There comes the
melancholy confirmation y in the news
that Dr. Pagcnsteoker. the eminent German
oeullst.wlll endeavor by an operation next week
to rsstore the sight of one eye. which has boen
sightless for n long time. The Infirmity, which
Is a partial organic failure of the sight. In

addition to a cataract, has made the slow
progress usual In such cases, but for a long

time now the Queen has been practically de-

prived of her eyesight. She has been loath to
submit to an operation, and It was only decided
on after a long family consideration. It was
partly to reassure ana sympathize with his
grandmother that, according to trustworthy
Information, the Kaiser a few days ago mado
a secret visit to London.

Tho debates beforo the plenary court aro
expected to last nearly all week. Following
is the procedure: When all the clumber
unite to discuss the question the Presi-
dents first decliro their opinions, then
ths Deans of the chambers and finally
tho councillors of the court beginning at the
oldest. Thon the matter Is virtually decided,
tho juniors usually saying that they agree with
such aDoan or Presldontwho fullest expressed
their judgment.

M. Ballot-Beaup- was appointed on March 0
by the united chambers of the Court of Cassa-
tion to report on th appeal for a revision ot
tho Dreyfus case. His report, recommending
a revision, and the submission ot the case to
ft new court-martia- l, is probably there-
fore, a good index nf what the final re-
port of the full court will bo.

TltE AMERICAN SEA CAPTAIN STILT.

nrriEs two governments.

An Armed Foree on Ills Vessel OH Tnlley-fiel-

Canada Any Attempt to Arrest
lUni May Result In llloodshed-Threate- ns

to Shoot Our Acting Consul-Genera- l.

Wasihnotos. May 27. CapL Marks ot tho
schooner Helvetia, who has successfully defied
the American and British Governments In their
attempts to remove him from his cratt, still
holds the fort at Valley Field, near Montrenl,
A telegram was received at thoHtato Depart-
ment y from Mr. Mnrsden. representing
tho Cleveland people who own the Helvetia,
which showi that blood may be shed It an at-

tempt to arrest Marks Is made. Mr. Marsden
says that Marks Is heavily armed and Is sup-

ported by his wife, son, another woman and
nbout twenty oltlzons of Valley Flold, who aro
also supposed to be armed. In behalf ot
ths owners Mr. Marsden makes a demand
for the arrest ot Marks. The Btate Depart-
ment this afternoon sent a telegram to Mr.
Marsden, saying that It could tnke no action
until the owners of the Helvetia complied with
the Instructions sent by the department on
May 10. that thoy must file an indemnifying
bond to guarantoo no loss to tho United States
Government or its consular representative at
Montreal If found liable fordamagos In connec-
tion with Marks's arrest, ami to secure the
payment of wages to tho crew. The depart-
ment said that when this was done an applica-
tion for tho arrest ot Marks would be mado to
the Canadian authorities. Tho last telegram
on the subjoct from Mr. Gorman, tho acting
Consul-Gener- of the United States at Mont-
real, gives a good Idea nf the seriousness of tho
situation. The telegram follows'

"Warrant issued bv local authorities for
arrest ot Marks at request of new master. I
did not give consent. Deteotlvos defied. Marks
says he will shoot the first ono who will como
onboard. The whole town of valley Field In
sympathy with Marks. Detectives say If Marks
Is arrested a riot and bloodshed will take plaeo,
Marks has threatened to shoot me on sight
Department should request owners to eettlo
and prevent bloodshed. If owners will not
settle I would advise that a Government boat
cometoOgdensburg. N. Y., and tow vessel to
an American port,"

Reports received nt the State Department
from Mr. Gorman show that Copt. Marks Is
very determined nnd had Informed the acting
Consul-Gener- that he would hold the Hel-
vetia nt Valleyfleld until he received the
amount ot his arrears of wages, whloh he
claims to be (020. In his latest report Mr.
Gorman says'" Mr. Marks has on board the vessel, be-

sides himself, his wife and son seven or
eight persons from Valleyfleld to assist him
In resisting any attempt mado to put him oft
the vessel. He has made threats several times,
and I believe that unless care Is taken to get
him off the vessel some serious harm will be
done. I mny ndd that I have consulted the
Hon. Justice Wurteleof the Court of Queen's
Bench with reference to the within case. He
Informs me that after an interview with the
attorneys of the Holvetla a warrant was applied
for from tho Canadian Governmsnt. but out
of courtesy to the United States Government
they would not Imue the same unless I would
nasuro them that the Government of tho
United States would not conslCer It nn un-
friendly act toward the United States Govern-
ment, as tho persons Implicated In the dispute
were Americans."

Capt. Marks has sent several communica-
tions to the acting Consul-Gener- about the
attempts to seize the Helvetia. On May 20 Mr.
Gorman received tho following postnl card:

"I answored yourmessagetnrougheourtesT.
but it Is hard to do so for a man to answer such
unbusinesslike stuff. I have seen nothing but
unprincipled acta through It nil. That lawyer
and packer, who make themselves look small
Inthoeyea of tho people, also left themselves
liable to Imprisonment. That Is the reason we
let them o to the end ot their rope. We see
through all their schemes. As you aro the
medium, please tell them so

"O. Maker. Master Helvetia. '
Tn his report Mr. Gorman makes these In-

teresting statements. whlchshow the serious-
ness of tho situation :

"lam of tho opinion thnt whatever atlemtit
Is made to arrest Marks nnd take him oft tho
boat, whether the warrant be legal or not.
thore will be bloodshed All ths people In
Valleyfleld are In sympathy with Capt. Marks,
and are willlngtonsslst hlmln defylngthe law.
He has at present on board the vessel about
twenty persons, who, I understand, are
armed."

The story of nn attempt mado by Montreal
oOlcers to arrest Cnpt. Marks In told In Mr.
Gorman's despatches. Chief of Detectives
Kellert and ten of his men went down to

with a wnrrnnt for Mnrks's arrest.
When they reached the wharf at which tho
Helvetia is lying they saw twenty or twenty-fiv- e

men lined up on the doak of the vessel
armed with Winchester rifles, axes, belaying
Pins, crowbars and other weapons. There was
a big crowd of people on tho wharf. Tho
Hehetla Is a large lake schooner, and her
upper dock was fully twenty feet nbovu tho
water. All the ladders had been drawn up,
and the detectives saw no wny nt climbing
aboard Chief Kellert asited for tho master nt
the ship, and Marks stopped forward and mado
a little speech as to his authority over the
vessel, very much In tho words ot the canni-
balistic mariner's song:
Oh, I am the cook ami the Captain bold, and ths

mate of the Nancy brie,
and the boaa'n tight and thn mtdthlpmlte, sad the

crew of the Captaln'a Elg.

Kellert told Mnrks that ho had no personal
Interest in the matter, but was merely there to
carry out nn orrtor of the courts. " Tho court
be blowetl," was Marks's response, and he
added that he wns boss of the ship. Kellert
then said that he hnd heen directed to take
Marks, his wife and his son. nnd proposed to
get them, dead or alive. Marks Invited the
Chief to carry out his threat, anil Kellert
sent his men awnv to get ladders to scale the
side of the ship. The detectives secured three
ladders, but were attaoked by the towns-
people and tho ladders taken away At this
point the Chief of tho Valleyfleld police In-

terfered, nnd on Ills advice Kellert and his men
went baok to Montreal. It is the opinion of
Chief Kellert that It will be necessary to send
troops to capture the turbulent Captain and
his aupporters.

HELVETIA CLEARr.Tt FOR ACTION.

Capt. Marks Has Had a Ilarhed Wire Fence
Constructed Around the Vessel,

Montbeal. May 27 Capt. Mnrks of the
schooner Helvetia still holds the Canadian
authorities at deflanoe on board his ship at
Valleyfleld. All attempts to make him sub-

mit and gtvo up his ship have proved abor-
tive. Mr. Masten, a Cleveland lawyor, who
Ih acting for the owner, offered Capt.
Marks $250 it ho would give up the vossol,
but the Captain replied that his bill was
now over $000 and that he would not tftko any-
thing less. The lawyer refused to allow the
demand, and as a last resort tho Attorney-Gener-

ot Quebec has been appealed to and
asked to send a special force ot Quebec
provincial police to Valloyfleld to arrest the
American Captain. The Attorney-Gener- has
expressed his Intention of visiting Valleyfleld
on Monday, when measures are expected to be
taken to bring the Captain to tlmo.

In tho meantime Capt. Marks has had tho
Helvetia oleared for action. All papers nnd
documents ot any value belonging to the Cap-

tain, his wife and son, have boen sent ashore
and deposited in a place of satoty, and tho
Captain and his crew are now ready for any-
thing the Dominion provincial authorities
may do. Tho Captain has had nharhodwlre
fenoe constructed around the vessel and a
constant watch Is kept It lias nlwi been

between the crew and their sympa-
thizers In the village that If an attempt Is made
to board tho vessel a bell will at once be
sounded asajslgnal to summon their assist-
ance Nearly oil tho people of Valleyfleld sym-
pathize with tho Cnptnln. and If nn attempt Is
made to board the vessel, unless tho (a plain
gives In. there is likely to be a Moody row.

Capt Marks takes the trouble very coolly,
and speakB freely of his determination to stand
by what he considers his just rights.

" I am accused of del) Ilia authority." he said
y "This Is not so I have only defied

thus far those who defv authority themselves.
If either the Provincial or Dominion Govern-
ment send down n nice lot of Proper officers
with legal warrants. I have no doubt thv
will hao to take me I know that If old

John Bull wants anything ho usually gets It,
but I know also that John Is not nn oppressor
of tho poor and Innocent or of poople who
simply usk for what Is due to them It any
other ncoplo come, however, to try nnd get me
off this bont they will find they have under-
taken a bigger job than they imaclnod."

This statement on tho part of the Captain
mny look as It he was ready to "cave In, but
there Is something more behind It than ap-
pears on the face. If tho Dominion or Pro-
vincial Government should send out men to
arrest him, and if he should allow himself
to bo taken oft the boat by force, such
action would Immediately ho followed oh
his part by an action for damages for
false arrest and by the seizure of the schooner,
po that the owner will have gained very little.
His friends will look after that as well as after
his ball. Tho great trouble will be with thoyounger element In Valleyfleld. Thoy are
bound that the Captain shall not bo taken, and
they will be on bond when those who are to
make the arrest come.

Capt. Parker, who was sent by the owners to
take charge of the boat anu has been here for
two months, does not enro to go near the vessel
any more under the present circumstances.
He ox pec U some definite action within a day
or so.

SVCCESSrVL WAR ON CONSVMPTIOS.

Interesting Iteports nt the Tuberculosis
Congress In llerlln.

Sprcial Catlt ItlcekK to Tin Sc.
Berlin, May 27. Tho deliberations of the

tuberculosis congress this week possess tho
greatest Interest to all humanity. Thn
authoritative declaration was made that medi-
cal science has already gained sufficient skill
tn combating the most deadly enemy of tho
human race to effect cures In 20 porccnt. of
the cases.

The noted Prof. Rudolph Vlrchow, who got a
great ovation, made an Important niblross
on the causes of Infoctlon. He declared that
ths fears entertained In regard to tho
meat of cattle which suffered with tuber-oulos- ls

were sometimes exaggerated, as
the flesh ot the parts not actually alTeoted
wns In no sense dangerous. On the other
hand tho question ot the danger In milk was
much more serious. A single oow could de-

populate whole villages nnd the only radical
cure was to kill the Infected animal, Rtorlllz-In- g

the milk was by no means an absolute pro-

tection. He bolloved that just as the war on
trichinosis was carried to a successful issue
tho struggle with tuberculosis would also be
successfully settled, but the Intervention ot
legislation was cortalnly necessary.

Dr Curschmann. the first lecturer, pointed
out that a complete cure was in a sense

rare, hut the cessation ot the destruc-
tive process, amounting to a cure, was not In-

frequent In modern treatment. He estimated
the cures as reaching 20 per cent. An impor-
tant thing, he said, was to deal with thodlseno
In the early stages. After n certain point, when
the secondary Infection sot In, thore wns no
reasonable hopo of a cure. Ho thought it
doubtful whether tho climate exercised any

Influence on tho disease, though pure,?reat air and not too sudden changes In the
weathor wero desirable whero it cure wns" pos-
sible.

Dr. Brleger delivered a lecture on Dr. Koch's
tuberculin, both the old preparations and the
Liter ones, and shoned that the pessimistic
reaction against tho specific treatment which
followed tho enthusiasm crented by Koch's
discoveries after the first failures was unjusti-
fied. Tuborculln was undoubtedly n strong
healing poworlf thecoursoot treatment was
porststod In, oven In cases where the Second-
ary tnfeotlon hnd already set in. He said that
In any case It wns Invaluable as n. meanB ot
diagnosis, discovering tho tuberculosis even In
the earliest stages.

Many carried
money xvith them that hnd been olther saved
fiom the fruits of honest toll nr hnd been,
ticcumulntod In other ways. The regulars
who llva on tho spoils of tho racotraok or
stnrxowcro In their elomnnt. ThU was their
opportunity to pick nnd piny, win or lose. To
them thero was no thought of financial loss,
for they nreused tothat.hutall wnfn possessed
of that o burning desire to win thfl
money and then spend it. The talent, or, in
other words, tho peoplo who make racing
matter of business, xvero in high feather.

Tho day promised nn Immense crowd, which
augured well lor the bookmakers and ths
owners of the tiack, Tho closing of tho city
poolrooms was nlso hailed with satisfaction
by thoso whd wanted to seo n multitude
at thn track, for it mount that ths
army of speculators who snidom ses
a raco would bo compelled to visit thoscene of
action xvhere monoyxvns tho king. Thn outslds
publla xxero eager for the sport Hankers,
business men. millionaires, doctors, laxv
xors. nnd xvealthy citizens who love the thor-
oughbred poured Into Brooklyn early in order
to talk and look things oxer. Clerks, sales-
men, employees In various lines of work, mea
out of work, touts, pugilists, crooks nnd other
Individuals mingled In the throng nnd ohattcd
about tho horses. All other sporting events
wore temporarily forgotten, so great was ths
Interest In tho raco.

CONFUSION AT TIIK UATTf.IlT.

Every known e to the track swarmed
with humanity betweon 12 and 2 o'olock. Ths
trolley cars at this ond of the bridge wcrs
crowded before they got under way,
but through Brookljn thero was always
room fur one more so that by ths
time they reached a point nearest the track;
ther woie jammed and covored with struggling
enthusiasts. By way of Long Island City and
tho Brooklyn elovated road tho travel was
heavy but without mishap or material delay.
At tho entrnnce to the Thirty-nint- h Street
Ferry, nt thn Battery, however, there was

without end. Fully 000 persons lined
up tnore to take the 1:20 o'olock boat. A soli-
tary ticket sellor was on duty. He tried tn sell
both railroad tickets and track badges, but as
the crowd Increased ho had a policeman tell
the would-be passengers that only railroad
tickets wero on tap.

" Get nnother ticket seller I " the crowd yelled
as tho boat came Into tho slip at 1:15 o'clock.

"We'll never get thero at all I "said a man
xvho was escorting a party of stylishly dressed
women, "and 1 must bo thorn In time for ths
first race 1"

"Hooray I Thorn's another duck going to)

sell!" xvas the cry when n second window was
opened. The lino ot ticket seokcrs, which
stretched far Into thu stroet, was split In two.
hut tho new man was unable to hurry matters,

"Buy ferry tickets here!" a policeman In-

formed the crowd, which waa angry clear
through, "and when you get off the boat you
Cun buy railroad tickets there1"

The adxtce was heeded quickly, anil the boat
was soon crowded. When the landing was
mado at South Brooklyn the ticket booth was
surrounded by another mob

"I haven't got a cent change'" walled ths
ndlerns a man handed him a quarter A roar
that sounded like n chorus from wild beasts
followed this announcement, but the train
hands soon pacified everybody by stating that
they xvould wait.
